ed to the glycerin n o crystallization 
will take place, thou gh u n d er a su ffi­ 
cien t d egree of cold the water will 
separate an d form crystals, amid which 
the glycerin will remain in its n atu ral 
state of flu id ity. 
If su d d en ly su bject­ 
ed to in ten se cold pu re glycerin will 
form a gu mmy mass which can n ot he 
en tirely hard en ed or crystallized .
